Ellsworth schools awarded srant 


Ellsworth Schools have received a competitive 
grant from the Michigan Department of Education. 

The grant, administrated by the National Math and 
Science Foundation, totals nearly $325,000 over the 
next five years to be used for staff and community 
training in the areas of math and science education. 

Similar grants were awarded to 15 other school 
districts, including Alanson, Boyne Falis and Pellston, 
from among several hundred applicants across the 
State. 

The grants are designed to fund programs that 
would change the way math and science are taught so 
that students are better prepared for the 21st century. 
The funds are to be used to develop practices based on 


the best and most current available research in the 
areas of math and science. 

The programs must also develop a “community 
coalition” of local citizens and business leaders to 
gather input. Members of the coalition, as well as 
math and science teachers, will receive training in the 
areas of effective leadership and teaching, curriculum 
design, use of technology in curriculum and other 
areas as determined by the coalition.

Early days 
on the farm 


My earliest memory is mother teaching me to fish. 
I was about four-years-old when my mother, Madge, 
bent a straight pin, tied on a grocery string and a short 
pole, and had me lie on the rustic bridge between the 
house and bam. She threaded a fat angle worm on the 
pin and let it float under the bridge. A brook trout soon 
grabbed it and she jerked the makesshift pole out of 
the water and dropped it on the grass. There was no 
barb on the pin and the trout immediately wiggled off. 
I caught several in a short time and they made a very 
good lunch. I have loved fishing ever since. 

About 1917 at the Pleasant Valley School, Raymond 
Murphy and Gordon Towsley took me by the arms 
and legs and threw me into the creek across from the 
school. The water was ice cold and [ crawled out 
yelling bloody murder. Unfortunately for them and 
the laughing silly-headed teacher, Dad was driving by 
and jumped off the load of hay, cracking his whip and 
yelling to the world what he thought of the situation. 
Ray and Gordon headed for the swamp and the 
teacher got her notice at the next board meeting. Other 
things had also contributed to her downfall. 

As I grew up, Raymond and Gordon became good

friends. One fall afternoon I stopped at Rex and 
Mary’s Country Store for a cup of coffee. I had been 
partridge hunting and darned if Raymond and Gordon 
weren’t visiting too. I reminded them of their getting 
sent home from school several times as they smelled 
strongly of skunk. They laughed and said they had 
found a convenient skunk den and poked a stick in 
there whenever they wanted to get sent home from 
school, No wonder the Central Lake kids often re- 
ferred to Pleasant Valley as “Skunk Hollow,” gener- 
ally after P. V. had skunked them soundly in baseball. 

Dad liked to bridle up our buckskin horse, Spike, 
and take a gallon over to the neighbor’s house now 
and then. Ashe was nearing the horse, Spike switched 
ends and kicked out. It was Dad’s lucky day as the 
sharp horseshoe just kicked Dad’s upper lip. Blood 
spurted and we phoned for the nearest doctor. I can 
always remember the smell of carbolic acid and the 
moaning of Dad as the doctor sewed him up without 
a pain killer. The wound healed nicely, but Dad 
carried that scar all his life. 

There are certainly many more memories from old 
Pleasant Valley. I just have to tell you about the fate 
of one of our summer piglets. Due to danger from the 
large hogs, Uncle Harrison and Dad always let the 
dozen or so baby pigs have the run of our large barn 
yard for the first several months of their lives. There 
was a small creek running through one corner so they 
made the most of their freedom, running and squeal- 
ing in joyful play. 

As Dad came in from mowing hay one evening, I 
guarded the gate as he moved the mowing machine 
into the yard. He had raised the cutting bar to the 
storage position, just as the young hogs came racing 
in a group around the granary. A little pinkish-white,

Bush plane is the 
method of transportation 
for students on compet- 
ing teams, such as cross 
country or basketball.

Communication with 
colleagues, even in the 
same district, was achal- 
lenge that computertech- 
nology somewhat allevi- 
ated.

Now, with Gus as 
principal at EJHS and 
Shirley accepting the in- 
terim post of principal at 
the middle school, the 
Bishops are beginning to 
feel at home. 

Their ten-year-old 
daughter Jessicaisa fifth- 
grader at East Jordan El- 
ementary and rapidly 
making friends. 

“She played soccer for 
the first time in her life 

-this fall,” said Gus. 

The Bishops missed the 
recreational and cultural 
activities they are now 
discovering in northern 
Michigan. They also 
missed sharing those op- 
portunities with Jessica. 

On the other hand, Jes- 
sica had cultural lessons 
that few children are 
lucky enough to leam.

Bishops. When they ar- 
rived about ten years ago, 
the Lower Yukon district 
was just newly estab- 
lished. . 

“We were free to grow 
professionally and pur- 
sue progressive educa- 
tional models,” said 
Shirley. She served many 
different roles there, in- 
cluding principal, super- 
visor of counselors and 
director of student ser- 
vices. 

Mastery leaming, out- 
comes-based education 
(OBE) and outcomes 
driven developmental 
model (ODDM) are all 
familiar to both Shirley 
and Gus. 

East Jordan’s embrac- 
ing of those methods is 
another plus that attracted 
the Bishops. 

“We were very delib- 
erate making ourchoice,” 
said Shirley. “I wanted 
an ODDM or OBE 
school.” 

After a hectic period 
when both Bishops were 
job-seeking, they settled 
on finding a position for 
Gus first. 

Gus liked the idea of 
returning to his native 
State of Michigan (he 
hails from Tecumseh.) A 
colleague in Alaska, 
Keith Evans, had told the 
Bishops about his own 
hometown, 

East Jordan seemed to 
fitthe Bishops’ very spe- 
cific agenda best. The 
area enjoyed the added 
advantage of being able 
to reasonably compete 
with Alaska in natural 
beauty. 

Just like Jessica, the 
Bishops have found their 


transition smooth and 
positive. And Shirley is 
very happy for the oppor- 
tunity to serve, if only as 
interim principal. 

“T really like being an 
administrator,” she said, 
“and the staff here is won- 
derful!” Shirley believes 
the strength of the middle 
school staff will continue 
to provide stability de- 
spite changes in the ad- 
ministration. 


Shirley, anative of Ala- 
bama, said the family is 
adjusting easily to the 
weather. After all, their 
previous post had some 
of the most severe 
weather in the world. 

“We still feel the cold, 
though,” she sighed. 

Perhaps the knowledge 
thatthey are warmly wel- 
come in the East Jordan 
community will ward off 
some of that chill.

farmland John called home. When he returned the 
main lines had been put through in his area, but the 
issue was the expense of tapping in to the main line. 
“Well, I can do that for you,” he modestly told his 
uncle with whom he was living.

Word soon got around and before he knew it he had 
asmall, but growing, business, As it grew he found he 
had to seek assistance from the bank to keep up with 
his necessary supplies.

When he later made plans to 
eam his Ph.D. degree, he looked up.a favorite former 
professor who was then on the faculty at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky. Being familiar with John’s qualifi- 
cations, he concluded he knew of a grant for which he 
could qualify, so John subsequently earned his Ph.D. 
degree at the University of Kentucky two years laters. 
He also studied at Harvard Business School, rounding 
off his expertise in advanced management. While at 
Dow Coming he had an opportunity to study biotech- 
nology at M.LT. 

Since retiring he has been involved in an organiza- 
tion known as Omnitech. It consists of former Dow 
Corning scientists who operate as consultants all over 
the United States and sometimes abroad. During the 
Persian Gulf War John and two close colleagues 
worked to devise a solution for the oil spill. Although 
their method wasn’t used for that disaster, they have 
continued to perfect it and recently attained a patent.

Dr. Brian Youngs, Regional Medical Director for 
District Heath Department No. 3 recommends that 
people with certain medical conditions such as hy- 
pertension or anyone over the age of 40 should con- 
sult their physician before undertaking any strenuous 
winter activities.” 

Snow shoveling is strenuous work. The cold weather 
makes the strain even greater since your heart has to 
work overtime in order to keep you warm. Every year 
we hear unfortunate reports of individuals who suffer 
severe and sometimes fatal consequences as a result 
of shoveling snow, pushing cars out of snowbanks, or 
becoming over-exerted in the cold while hunting or 
ice fishing. 

It’s a good rule to avoid the kind of activity that puts 
lots of stress on your heart and upper body unless you 
are sure you’re in good enough shape to handle such

“Although new tax laws were passed last year, 
Michigan taxpayers will find few changes on their 
1993 federal tax returns,” said IRS district director 
John Hummel.

Advance deficiency 


repayment

With the increase in com prices since the 
spring of 1993, repayments of advance defi- 
ciency payments may be required from farmers 
who participated in ASCS programs this past 
_crop year, according to Gregory Shy executive 
director. 

If the 5-month average market price for 1993 
com exceeds $2.39 per bushel, producers re- 
ceiving an advance deficiency payment under 
the USDA/ASCS Feed Grain Program will be 
required to repay some of their deficiency pay- 
ment.

Be es ably not be made until 
SH, March, 1994, the ASCS 
wants farmers to under- 
stand that the potential 
\. forrepaymentmay 
: exist, and for 
some pro- 
ducers, there may be a way to minimize any 
repayment that may be required. 

Producers with 1993 actual production ofcom, 
adjusted for quality, that is less than their ASCS 
program yield, should apply for advance defi- 
ciency forgiveness, a benefit of the 1993 Disas- 
ter Program. 

Producers would not be required to refund 
their advance deficiency payment on any loss of 
expected production, due to eligible weather 
conditions, up to and including 35 percent for 
com covered by crop insurance and 40 percent 
for uninsured com, if an application for disaster 

‘benefits is filed and approved by the local ASCS 
County Committee. 

Producers may qualify for advance deficiency 
forgiveness even though their level of produc- 
tion does not qualify them for a disaster pay- 
ment. We want producers to understand this 
situation, and if they have additional questions, — 
they sliould contact their ASCS County Office:

$ Heating tax credits available $ 


Now that taxpayers have received federal and state 
tax forms, Consumers Power Company is reminding 
customers that some of them may qualify for special 
tax credits to help defray home heating costs. 

“These tax credits are under-utilized because many 
customers simply do not know about them. We en- 
courage customers to carefully review their situation 
to determine their eligibility,” said James R. Dunn, 
director of consumer affairs for Consumers Power. 

The tax credits include the following: 

* A Home Heating Credit from the Michigan De- 
partment of Treasury, available to customers who 
meet certain income guidelines to help pay winter 
heating bills. Additional consideration is provided for 
individuals who are blind, deaf, disabled, or age 65 or 
older and meet these guidelines. . 

Application forms are available beginning this week 
from the Michigan Department of Social Services, 
the Michigan Department of Treasury, Consumers 
Power bill payment offices, tax preparers, public 
libraries, post offices and banks. 

« An Eamed Income Credit, available from the 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) for customers who 


eamed less than $23,050 in 1993 and had a child live 
with them formore than six months. A tax credit of up 
to $2,364 is available under this program. Customers 
can receive more information on the program by 
calling the IRS at 1-800-829-1040. 

Also available to help pay heating bills is Supple- 
mental Security Income from the Social Security 
Administration, available beginning this month to 
customers, age 65 or older, or disabled, with an 
unearned monthly income of less than $480, or $710 
for a couple. New rules governing this program make 
it easier to qualify if a spouse or parent works, or if the 
customer Cares for a disabled child. 

For more details about eligibility, customers can 
contact their local Social Security office, or call 1- 
800-772-1213. 


In addition to these tax credits to helpdefray heating ~ 


costs, Consumers Power offers energy assistance 
programs designed to meet the needs of low-income 
customers, those recently unemployed and for senior 
citizens.

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Clarification of transporting reais in motor vehicles 


These statutory requirements pertain to Michigan 
residents only. Additional restrictions on possessing 
and transporting pistols 1 in Michigan apply to non- 
Tesidents. 

The law requires when pre senting a pistol to police 
for a safety inspection it is unloaded and encased or 
equipped with a trigger locking mechanism. 

A license to carry a concealed pistol is generally 
required for transporting a pistol loaded or unloaded 


in a motor.vehicle. 

Without a concealed pistol license you are limited 
to transporting a pistol unloaded in a wrapper or 
container, in the trunk of a motor vehicle only in the 
following circumstances: 

1) en route to or from a hunting or target shooting 
area, provided that you are in possession of a valid 
Michigan hunting license or membership in an orga- 
nization that has target shooting range facility.

“Before this year we couldn’t even call the events 
races. They had to be radar runs and slaloms,” said 
1994 Sno-Blast Chairman Bob Maipass. 

With the sanctioning, this year’s drivers as well as 
spectators will be insured. Malpass also said the 
sanctioned races are expected to attract much larger 
crowds than in past years. 

Malpass explained the sno-cross as a “demanding, 
skillful race similar to slalom.” Four drivers are in 
each heat. 


The drag races are an opportunity to really test the 


machines in a safe setting. Malpass said some classes 
will achieve speeds of up to 100 miles per hour on the 
500 foot long drag strip. 

Malpass believes such racing opportunities help 
keep the speed off the groomed trail system.
